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HURRAY! It's time for our first camping trip of the year! It will be held 
May 25, 25, 27 and we will be camping in Gold Springs and Stateline in Iron County. 


Gold Springs came to life in 1897 when two prospectors, C.R.Short and H.R.Elliot, 
discovered some outcroppings rich in gold. They staked several claims called ''The 
Jennie Group''. The ore from their mine was so rich it was shipped to Salt Lake under 
armed guard. When the word of this rich strike spread. the hills began crawling with 
prospectors. Soon other mines opened such as the ''Wild Irish'', ''Gold Bug'', and 
'"'Horseshoe''. 


A town, modern for its day, sprang up with such conveniences as electric lights, 
telephone exchange and water system. The town had a store, hotel, and daily stage 
service to Modena. When the great financial panic of 1907 struck,the mining companies 
facing bankruptcy couldn't meet their payrolls and miners began leaving in their never- 
ending search for wealth. By 1910, Gold Springs had become a Ghost town. 


Stateline was settled in 1894, receiving its name from the close proximity of the € 
Utah-Nevada border. Three prospectors founded and named the place after discovering 
silver ore. The population reached a peak about 1900-1901 and totaled from 2000 to 4000 
living in several dozen houses, shacks, and boarding houses. The town was also home 
for several saloons, restuarants and stores and a stage station. Stateline was also 
used as a stopover for freighters on their way to and from the eastern Nevada mining 
camps of Pioche and Delmar. By 1902, with the ore depleted, the town eventually closed 
down. 

For this trip, we will meet at the Redwood Multi-purpose Center on Saturday, the 
25th of May at 6:30 a.m. and we will leave right at 6:45 a.m. We will get on the 
freeway at the 33rd South entrance, taking I-15 south to Cedar City, then from Cedar 
City, we will take State Hiway 56 west to Modena. About one mile west of Modena, we 
will take a dirt road headed north about 10 to 12 miles to Gold Springs. We will try 
to leave signs (probably paper plates) along the dirt road, showing where we are for 
any late-comers. 


Anyone bringing small children, please be prepared to keep a CLOSE WATCH on them 


at all times due to the numerous, unmarked vertical mine shafts in the area. 


This should be one of our best trips yet--hope to see everyone there.
